Group XI is directed to the 
compounds, compositions, and methods wherein Z comprises benzothiophene, but not belonging 
to the other Groups. Applicants understand that Group XI encompasses both substituted and 
unsubstituted benzthiophene Z substituents within the scope of the claimed invention. If 
Applicants' understanding regarding the Group XI scope is incorrect, then Applicants 
respectfully traverse the grouping. 

Further, Applicants understand that an election of species is required to assist the 
Examiner with Searching and Examination of the elected invention. Applicants wish to elect the 
compound described by Example 395. That is, 3-(4-{2-[(5-Fluoro-3-methylbenzo[6]thiophene- 
2-sulfonyl)propylaminoethyl}phenyl) propionic acid, having the structure: 
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Applicants do not wish to amend inventorship in light of the elected invention. Each of 
the named inventors continues to be an inventor for at least one claim remaining in the 
application. 

Applicants request entry of the present election and amendment of the claims to reflect 
the elected invention. 

Applicants reserve the right to file one or more divisional and/or continuation 
applications to claim the non-elected subject matter of the application.
